A continued wave of house 
breaks, involving the theft of 
antiques, has Andover police, 
again asking for public 
assistance in reporting 
Suspicious activity in 
neighborhoods. 

In addition to the major 
housebreaks, Andover police 
this week were working with 
State and federal authorities in 
the investigation of a break at 
Wyeth Laboratories in Lowell 
Junction in which thousands of 
dollars of drugs were stolen 
some time over the weekend. 

During recent waves of 
housebreaks in the town 
Specific objects seem to be the 
object of burglars. 

Within the past year the lure 
has switched from silver to an- 
tiques. 

Det.-Sgt. Robert Parker and 
Patrolman Larry Lynch in- 
vestigated a break at the home 
of Angelesea Abbot, 56 Central 
St. Tuesday in which antiques 
valued in the thousands were 
stolen. 

There is no set pattern, ex- 
cept that the burglars can 
recognize value, police report. 

Antique clocks are a prime 
target, but valued tables, chairs 
and other pieces are also taken. 

Antiques, valued in the 
thousands were also taken in re- 
cent breaks on Shipman Road 
and Hidden Road. Also hit in 
the towntown area, with resul- 
tant loss of antique and 
historical valuable items was 
the Rose Cottage at the corner 
of Chestnut and Central streets. 

Police advise that suspicious 
actions of any nature should be 
reported to them immediately 
for prompt investigation, in an 
effort to either prevent a break, 
or to possibly lead to apprehen- 
sion. 

At the break at Wyeth Labs in 
the Lowell Junction Industrial 
area, State police, leading the 
investigation, indicate the heist 
was a professional job. 

No value had been placed on 
the total amount of drugs taken 
up to late Wednesday morning, 
but Capt. John Barry of the 
state police Drug Investigation 
Unit, said the total would be in 
the thousands. 

The break was discovered 
Monday morning when 
employees reported to the

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The Police Beat 


Four Arrested For Breaks 


Arrests of two juveniles and 
two adults, with additional 
arrests imminent, has led to the 
solving of several cases of 
minor housebreaks and the 
theft of many CB radios and 
tape decks in Andover. 

Sgt. James Johnson and 
Patrolman David Grant had 
those alleged to have been in- 
volved in the breaks in 
Lawrence District Court this 
week and the cases were con- 
tinued to next week for further 
findings. 

Sgt. Johnson reports that 80 
percent of the merchandise in- 
volved in the breaks in either 
homes or motor vehicles, has 
been recovered and returned, 
either to owners or insurance 
companies as the case may be. 

A continuing’ investigation 
following arrests made follow- 
ing a house break, led to the 
recovery of the CB radios, tape 
decks, converters and other 
equipment taken from motor 
vehicles, principally from the 
high school parking lot, 
Raytheon/Shawsheen lot and 


the Andover Companies park- 
ing lot, Sgt.-Johnson reported. 

One of the juveniles is charg- 
ed with receiving stolen proper- 
ty. 


| Bancroft Case Isolated _ 


Andover police now believe 
that a person reported to have 
molested a child at the Ban- 
croft school yard last week is no 
longer in the area. 

Det.-Sgt. Robert Parker 
reported that after talking to 
the children involved in the in- 
cident last week, it is believed 
that the middle aged male 
described, was a visitor here 
and is no longer in the Andover 
area. Police further feel the 
case to be an isolated one. 

Sgt. Parker said the in- 
vestigation into the incident is 
continuing and that police had 
been at the school during hours 
when children were out to play.

give one of the girls an airplane 
ride - - swinging the youngster 
at arms length, which was 
followed by an indecent action.

They feel, however, 
that he is no longer around An- 
dover. Authorities are aware of 
a former resident who has a 
record of similar actions. 


Vandalism Cost $31,500

Andover School Committee 
has taken preliminary action 
toward stemming the rising 
tide of vandalism of Andover 
Schools — vandalism which 
cost the taxpayers $31,505.89 in 
1975-76. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert 
reported Tuesday night that the 
price of vandalism cost had 
risen from $22,794 in 1973-74, 
that last year’s figure did not 
even include funds spent to in- 
stall a chain link fence at the 
high school to keep vehicles 
from tearing up the lawns. 

The committee referred four 
of Seifert’s 12 recommen- 
dations — to expand the elec- 
tronic alarm system and out- 
side lighting, replace 
questionable doors and win- 
dows, and establish ‘‘cost 
center concept’’ in repair of 
vandalism — to its new sub- 
committee on buildings and 
grounds for study. 

No date was made for further 
review, however. 

The committee also heard 
Vito Ciaiti of Honeywell 
Protection Services call the 
general overall conditions of 
school security ‘‘very good,”’ 
but warn that the great number 
of keys out to the various 
buildings was a potential major 
security problem. 

Seifert said Ciati, also a Ban- 
croft parent, had come to him 
after that school had been 
seriously vandalized in August 
to volunteer his expertise. 

Seifert reported that broken 
glass accounted for nearly half, 
or $16,090.89 of last year’s van- 
dalism tab. Electrical repairs 
for thermostats, wall plugs and 
fixtures, exit lights and lighting 
fixtures, added up to another 
$473, while carpentry repairs to 
doors and hinges, ceilings, pan- 
ic bars, exit doors, locks and 
desks totaled $3,831. Plumbing 
repairs cost $877 and stolen 
audio visual and library 
materials, $400. 


The A.V. and library 
materials was down _ sharply 
from a $1,000 loss in 1974-75 and 
$1,250 in 1973-74, indicating that 
that area is now much more un- 
der control. 

In addition to the four 
recommendations the com- 
mittee took under advisement, 
Seifert suggested improved 
security reporting, a formal 
security arrangement with the 
police department and an an- 
nual report to the town on the 
status of vandalism. He said 
that beginning next summer, 
custodians will be scheduled 
around the clock beginning one 
or two weeks before school 
opens, and added that there is 
money in the budget now for 
security workshops for ad- 
ministrators and custodians. 

Committeeman Frank 
Griggs said he felt the answer 
ultimately lies in Seifert’s 
recommendations to involve 
students in solutions, and in the 
annual report to the town. 

Seifert had said he felt televi- 
sion and movies are the biggest 
contributors to the increase and 
severity of vandalism. 

“There is a’ steady diet of 
destruction,” he said in his 
report. ‘‘Many of our youth 
believe this is an acceptable 
pattern for living.” 

He also blamed the ‘‘tem- 
porary mode of society,’’ 
which, he said, is not conducive 
to the protection of property. 

Ciati indicated that the 
physical condition of Andover 
schools from the security stand- 
point is ‘‘excellent,’’ and com- 
mended the custodial staff on 
exercising their responsibilities 
in that area. 

“The more people who have 
keys the more occasions of en- 
try during the closed periods,” 
he went on, ‘‘and each ad- 
ditional entry reduces the level 
of security.” 

He said he had the impression 
there were ‘‘thousands and 


thousands of openings,’ and 


that the building is actually 
closed so few hours, there 
should be some control exer- 
cised. 

Chairman George Olesen said 
the key problem goes back ‘‘to 
Community Schools .. . that’s 
where the Pandora’s box opens, 
right there.” 


Ciati’s suggestions included 
estending alarm systems to the 
buildings that don’t now have 
them, a cost he estimated at 
$68,5000 to $84,500 for in- 
stallations, plus $18,000 for a 
two-year maintenance con- 
tract. 


He also suggested changing 
locks, issuing keys and iden- 
tification cards to authorized 
persons, notifying the police 
who has authorization to enter 
buildings and replacing further 


broken windows with plastic.

The first recount under the 
town’s punch card system, a 
decade old, took place following 
the town election in March in 
which Joseph T. Finn was 
elected to the school committee 
by a two-vote margin.

brought to the New Country. 
Buying The Rod 

The beautiful River Test 
flows through Andover and it’s 
loaded, the students say, with 
“lovely trout.’’ People literally 
come from all over the world 
during the summer to ‘“‘buy the 
rod”’ and fish for a week or two. 

Land along the river is 
privately owned and ‘“‘buying 
the rod’’ has double-meaning: 
paying rent for the right to fish 
so much footage along the 
river, and buying the fishing 
rod to go with it. 

Andover was a fairly quiet 
country market until 1964, when 
the government came in and 
asked permission to move there 
some of the industries that had 
outgrown London. Andover in 
the last 15 years, not unlike An- 
dover, Mass., has become 
something of a boom town, with 
population rising from 18,900 to 
today’s 27,000, and a 1981 target 

‘of 48,000. +In 1960, Andover’, 
Mass., population was 17,100; 
today it’s near 27,000). 

The historic Guildhall 
dominates High Street, 
somewhat like Memorial Hall 
looks ove! over Elm Square and our 


own High Street. 

Despite the modernday 
likenesses, and talk here about 
the Bicentennial and _ historic 
districts and such - - return ex- 
change pupils to England - - if 
there are some - - will find An- 
dover, England, laced with far 
more antiquity. 

The town for which we were 
named, after all, was chartered 
in 1178 - - nearly 450 years 
earlier - - and has been pop- 
ulated at least since the middle 
of the Bronze Age.

Somewhere in this world 
there's a parking lot where an 
elaborate series of stickers, 
labels, emblems, permits and 
other impediments are not need- 
ed to prevent one’s automobile 
from being towed. 

The administration has 
adopted a method of dealing with 
problems that are considered to 
be of major importance. At the 
beginning of the school year, cer- 
tain problems are chosen to be 
dealt with, and are subsequently 
subject to the establishment of a 
definite program. 

Such a problem that has receiv- 
ed this treatment is the parking 
problem (the ancient game of 
‘Who's - Going - To - Steal - Mr. - 
Wormwood's - Parking - Space - 
Today?’, ritual at one time.) The 
problem was-and still is-space. 
The parking areas only look large 
when they're empty. But, on a 
normal school day, nearly every 
space is taken. When the ad- 
ministration noticed that more 
and more students were “driving 
to school and taking the parking 
spaces so that late-arriving 
teachers had nowhere to deposit 
their vehicles, it decided to do 
something about it. 

The ‘something’ was the es- 
tablishment of a cement pylon- 
and-chain fence, dividing the 
parking area near West Junior 
High's field-hockey area into two 
parts, one student and one facul- 
ty of about the same size. As a 
result of this seemingly dis- 
proportionate division, some of 
the spaces of the faculty half 
were vacant, and there were 
never enough spaces on the 
students’ side. After awhile (this 
was last year) someone became 
just angry enough to come up on 
a winter weekend, with a 
snowplow, and do away with the 
barrier. When repaired, it was 
again disposed of in like manner. 
The problem was never solved.

brought a new solution: 
‘registration.’ Under this 
system, a student may register 
name and vehicle, and other vital 
statistics and obtain a permit to 
park.

Harvest 
Time 
Arrives 


Fall ushers in the most colorful 
harvest season of the year. 
Orange pumpkins and squashes 
are piled high at roadside farm 
stands and bright red apples and 
cranberries are pouring into the 
market-place fresh from local 
growers. 

These are the traditional 
native crops, yet there is an 
abundance now of many 
vegetables to enjoy from nearby 
farms, suggests the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Food and Agriculture. 

The weather has been ideal for 
growing cabbage and cauliflower 
as well as winter squashes. The 
harvest of potatoes and white 
cape and purple top turnips is un- 
derway and native beets and 
carrots are of excellent quality at 
this time of year, also parsnips. 

Massachusetts grown corn is 
still in good supply as well as 
tomatoes, peppers and eggplant. 
Other local offerings are beans, 
carrots, cucumbers, summer 
squashes, Boston and romaine 
lettuce. 

At the meat counter, beef 
prices remain quite reasonable. 
There are good buys in shell 
sirloin and tip steaks, also chuck 
blade and boneless chuck 
shoulder. In roasts, look for good 
buys in chuck cuts, top and bot- 
tom of the round. Ground beef 
and liver are good values. 

Lamb prices are sligtly lower 
in shoulder arm chops and legs. 
In poultry, best buys are turkeys 
and whole chickens. 

At the fish counter, there are 
good buys in fresh mackerel, 
flounder, sole and haddock 
fillets, frozen squid, pollock 
fillets, turbot steaks and fillets.

Preservation Is Still 
An Issue 


With the withdrawal of the historic district from con- 
sideration at the October town meeting, there is con- 
siderable concern about obtaining a quorum. 

But while preservation of a section of the community 
is no longer an issue, the issue of preservation of the 
whole town remains a matter of consideration Monday 
night. 

Still needing the attention of the voters is the 
providing of planning funds for the sorely-needed 
replacement of the Riverina Road sewerage pumping 
station and the replacement of the outfall sewer trunk 
line. 

Too, there is consideration of pedestrian lights for 
Elm square and some other minor issues to be decided. 

Following the town meeting, there is to be a discus- 
sion of the town’s growth policy, with responses to a 
town-wide questionnaire to be reported upon. 

Thus, while the Historic District item may have had 
appeal from a controversy standpoint, there remain 
items of vital import, despite the absence of the par- 
ticular item on the agenda. 

With the required 350 voters in Memorial Auditorium 
at 7:30 on Monday night, the town can be afforded the 
opportunity to get up near the front of the line for a 
federal funds for the capital expenditure program in- 
vciving the town’s sewer system. 

{t is a million dollar project, for which about $15,000 
in planning funds are necessary and the federal govern- 
ment says the town must approve the money as well as 


the application at a town meeting. 

Town officials can plead the case for such funds, but 
without the concurrence of the electorate at a town 
meeting, Uncle Sam is not interested in entertaining 
any appeals to his pocketbook. 

There is little doubt of the need for the improvements 
to both the pumping station and the trunk line. Both are 
at or near capacity and the town can make the im- 
provements at a minimum of cost. If the initial ap- 
proval is given Monday night and the federal funds 
applied for. 

Response to the growth policy questionnaire was 
better than anticipated. The results will be given to the 
voters following the town meeting session, which now 
appears to be of short duration. 

Input from the general public, along with the survey 
results are needed by the committee developing the 
town’s growth policy statement. 

The program is designed to develop the town’s future 
growth and the direction it should take, according to the 
desires of its residents. 

It is evident then, that the lack of controversial issue 
does not diminish the importance attached to Monday’s 
town meeting. 

While noting the town’s historic significance will not 
be before the voters, a look to the future and its needs 
will be, thus preservation remains the theme for the 
session which deserves the attention of the town’s elec- 
torate.

the Penitentia! period reaching 
from Rosh Hashanah to Yom 
Kippur Evening. 

The feeling of Yom Kippur is 
not one of mourning, but rather 
one of seriousness. The Kol Nidre 
chant sets the tone for the day of 
fasting and soul-searching. More 
a legal formula than a prayer, it 
expresses the idea that man’s 
plans and promises, no matter 
how earnest, cannot always be 
fulfilled. In the coming year - as 
in the past year - promises made 
to God and to the worshipper 
himself may be wiped clean from 
the slate. However, those com- 
mitments made to one’s fellow 
man are not so easily eradicated; 
this is an issue between man and 
man. 

The Hebrew word chet is usual- 
ly translated in English as ‘‘sin.”’ 
This, however, is not a transla- 
tion which carries the message of 
the Hebrew. Chet has its origins 
in archery, and the term is used 
to indicate ‘‘missing the mark.”’ 
Such is the Jewish concept of sin 
- the missing of one’s goal, losing 
sight of the important things in 
life. Among those spelled out for 
the congregation are sinning 
through word of mouth, abuse of 
power, disrespect for parents 
and teachings, exploitation of 
one’s neighbor. 

The most poignant moment of 
the day comes in the Ne-ilah Ser- 
vice, the very last moments of 
Yom Kippur as the sun’s shadow 
covers more and more of the 
earth. ‘‘Thou desirest not the 
death of the sinner, but that he 
return to Thee and live. Wide 
open are the gates of Thy 
forgiveness to all who truly seek 
to be reconciled with Thee,”’ says 
the Union Prayer Book. 
“Trusting in They gracious 
promise, we have come before 
Thee, O Father, conscious of our 
guilt, yearning for Thine altars of

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N. E. Economic Recovery Now Firmly Established 


The New England economic 
recovery appeared firmly es- 
tablished at mid-summer, with 
gains occurring in most impor- 
tant sectors of the regional 
economy during July. Gains over 
the recession levels of mid-1975 
were substantial. Unemployment 
rates continued to decline during 
July; nonfarm employment ex- 
panded; manufacturing output 
showed additional improvement 
especially in the durable goods 
industries and consumer incomes 
reflected the general improve- 
ment in the pace of economic ac- 
tivity in the region as well as in 
the nation. The economic im- 
provement is recorded by 
Statistics contained in the 
September issue of New England 
Economic Indicators, published 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston. 

Unemployment in New 
England declined in July to 7.9 
percent of the labor force from 
8.1 percent in June and 10.2 per- 
cent a year ago. Nationally the 
unemployment rate rose to 7.8 
percent from 7.5 percent a month 
earlier and compared with an 8.7 
percent rate in July 1975. Only in 
Maine and Rhode Island did un- 
employment rates increase over 
the month; however, both these 
states shared in the over-the- 
year reduction in joblessness. 
The continued decline in the 
regional unemployment rate 
from the recession peak coupled 
with the recent increases in the 
national rate narrowed the gap 
between the regional and 
national rate to the smallest 
amount since late summer 1970. 
However, caution should still be 
exercised in interpreting the 
rates because of continuing 
Statistical problems associated 
with estimating procedures. Dif- 
ficulties with estimating techni- 
ques, as well as problems of dis- 
couraged workers who may no 
longer be counted as unemployed 
or in the labor force because they

In contrast, a 
year ago, problems resulting 
from special. unemployment 
benefit programs probably led to 
inflated estimates of unemploy- 
ment rates, 

Nonagricultural employment 
in New England increased to 4,- 
754,500 in July, easonally  ad- 
justed, up 29,600 from June and 
up 68,900 from July 1975. Both 
manufacturing and nonmanufac- 
turing industries contributed to 
the improved employment situa- 
tion. The durable goods in- 
dustries were the major sources 
of factory job gains during the 
month in contrast to earlier 
months of the recovery period 
when most of the employment 
gains were registered in the non- 
durable goods sector of the 
region’s manufacturing activity. 
Over the year employment in the 
durable industries increased by 
nearly 33,000 workers and in the 
nondurables by a little over 16,- 
00 workers. 

Employment gains during July 
were accompanied by an in- 
crease in the average workweek 
of the region's factory production 
workers. The workweek at New 
England plants averaged 40.4 
hours in July compared with 40.2 
hours in June and 39.6 hours a 
year earlier. Nationally the fac- 
tory workweek declined to 40.1 
hours in July from 40.2 hours a 
month earlier. Expanding 
payrolls in New England 
resulting from more workers 
employed and longer workweeks 
particularly in higher wage 
durable goods manufacturing in- 
dustries are providing the major 
source of rising personal income 


in the region.

New England manufacturing 
output rose to LIL percent of the 
1967 base period average during 
July from 109 percent in June and 
% percent in July 1975, according 
to the Federal Reserve Bank’s 
New England manufacturing 
production index. Durable goods 
production increased to 110 per- 
cent, up from 107 percent a 
month earlier. Particularly 
strong gains were recorded for 
the electrical equipment and non- 
electrical machinery industries. 
Non-durable goods production, 
which showed the strongest im- 
provement in the early stages of 
recovery, increased to 113 per- 
cent of the base period average in 
July from 112 percent in June. 
Larger than usual seasonal 
reductions in textile and apparel 
output and curtailed production 
at rubber products plants due to 


labor problems limited produc-

tion gains at the region’s non- 
durable plants. 

Residential construction con- 
tract awards rose substantially 
over the month and over the 
year. However, contracts award- 
cd in other segments of the con- 
struction industry continued to 
lug behind year-ago levels. 

In the consumer sector of the 
region’s economy personal in- 
come payments continued to in- 


crease, stimulated mainly by the - 


expansion in dustrial payrolls. 
Consumer prices also increased 
with the Boston Consumer Price 
Index for July rising to 175.3 per- 
cent of the 1967 average up 7.5 
percent from a year ago. 
However, personal income gains 
of 8.1 percent from June 1975 to 
June 1976 exceeded the rise in 
consumer prices, indicating a 
gain in real income of con- 
sumers. Even larger gains in real 


income are indicated for the U. 
S. with personal income rising 
10.8 percent over-the-year com- 
pared with a national price in- 
crease of 5.4 percent. Retail 
sales gains for New England con- 
tinue to lag behind the gains 
registered in the rest of the na- 


tion.
